PAID  UP  OIL  AND  GAS  LEASE 
(No  Surface  Use) 

THIS  LEASE  AGREEMENT  is  made  this  29th  day  of  July,  2008,  by  and  between  MAS  UNIVERSITY,  A  JOINT  VENTURE,  Lessor  (whether  one  or  moie), 
whose  address  is  2750  S.  HULEN  STREET,  FORT  WORTH,  TEXAS  76109,  and  FOUR  SEVENS  ENERGY  CO..  LLC.  201  Main  Street,  Suite  1455,  Fort  Worth, 
Texas  76102,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions  (including  the  completion 
of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1.  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following

,CSS  2  This  lease  which  is  a  "paid-up"  lease  requiring  no  rentals,  shall  be  in  force  for  a  primary  term  of  Three  Q\  years  from  the  date  hereof,  and  for  as  long  thereafter 
as  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  are  produced  in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  from  lands  pooled  therewith  or  this  lease  is  otherwise

3  Royalties  on  oil  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  to  Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  For  oil  and  other  liquid  hydrocarbons 
separated  at  Lessee's  separator  facilities,  the  royalty  shall  be  Twenty-five  Percent  (25%>  of  such  production,  to  be  delivered  at  Lessee's  option  to  Lessor  at  the
